Gentlemen: 


On the 19th inst, about 4 o'clock 


in the afternoon, you presented to me 
petition* purporting to be signed by 
something over 300 signers, request* 
Ing that a grand jury be drawn to 
attend the December, 1917, term of 
the district court in and for Burleigh 
county, North Dakota. 


At the time that you presented this 


petition I stated to you that I was not 
inclined to order such a jury unless 
such action was absolutely obligatory 
upon me under the law. I have care 
lully gone over your petitions, and, 
after consideration, have decided to 
refuse to call the jury as prayed. 


I believe it is only fair to you, gen 


tlemen, and to the other signers of 
the petition, that 1 set out shortly my 
reasons for taking this position. 


The legal reason that 1 assign is 


that the petitions were not presented 
in due time. 
Under the statute the 


term convenes on Dec. 4. The law, 
section 10635, Compiled Laws of 1913, 
relative to the calling of a grand jury, 
requires that such petitiona must be 
presented to the judge at least 15 
days before the commencement of the 
term at which the attendance of a 
grand jury is requested. As I con 
strue it, this petition was presented 
on the fifteenth day before the cord' 
mencement of such term, and the last 
day in which the same could be prop- 
erly presented was Nov 18 I am will- 
ing to concede that this is a technical 
objection on my part, and one that 
could easily be overlooked should the 
occasion require, but I am impelled 
to take this stand by reason of the 
following, which I consider Teal and 
substantial reasons: 


In the first place, the calling of a 


grand jury Imposes upon the county 
a very large additional expense, and 
in times such as we now have, every 
item of expense should be carefully 
scrutinized. 


tn the second place, the petition is 


presented at so late a date that there 
would be great difficulty in getting a 
proper grand jury, and having the 
same in working order in time to at 
tend to such business as might arise 
at the term, and by reason thereof the 
business of the term would be great 
lj». hindered and, delayed.

sharpening of the swords of other 
men. 


Wen Militarily. 


"This war will be won militarily on 


the devoted field of France. Doubt- 
less it will be won by the side which 
is able to place behind its army the 
prevailing ounce ot provision. 
'•But the blow that shatters the 


German line and extinguishes autoc- 
racy from the face of the earth will 
be the blow of a man's right arm and 
not the insidious stroke of a shrewd 
trader. 


General Crowder pays high tribute 


to the zeil^and patriotism of more 
than 30.itfo men who comatose the ma- 
chinery of the selective system.

"moving breathlessly, supported by 
the governors of the states and by the 
members of the selection boajrds, with 
a patriotism, devotion and unselfish 
zeal that remains an inspiration."
